The cotton belt had been original- 
ly placed in the Illinois Central 
grouping but the proposed stock 
purchase would put it it in the 
Southern Pacific division. 
Hale Holden, chairman 
of the 


('executive committee of the South- 
ern Pacific, the first witness, said 


''the purchase would stimualte rath- 
er than eliminate competition. Be- 
cause of their locations, the South- 
ern Pacific and the Cotton Belt 
could not be competitors, he said, 
but the two together would furn- 
ish competition to the other north- 
south lines operating in the south- 
west. 


To Preserve Present Kates 


Holden said it was the present 


intention of the Texas and New 
Orlei/lis, Southern Pacific subsidi- 
•ary. to preserve existing through 
routes and joint rates with the 
.Cotton Belt.

TWO KNOWN~DEAD, TWO 


BURNED AND TWO TUGS 
AND BARGE DESTROYED 


.UNDERTAKES A MAN-SIZED JOB 


TROY, N. Y., Oct. 20.— 


(JP)—TWO men were killed, 
two others severely burned, 
and two tug boats and an 
oil tank barge destroyed in 
a gasoline explosion aboard 
the barge in the Hudson riv- 
er today. 


The cause of the explosion is 
not known, but there was a ter- 
rific blast aboard 
the 
b a r g e 


which enveloped that craft 
and 


the two tugs tied alongside 
in 


flames. 
The detonation shattered 
all windows in five blocks of Riv- 
er street, this city, and blew all 
the glass out of three blocks of 
buldings in Watervliet, on the op- 
posite bank of tne river. 


At the instant of the blast Cap- 


tain Jonn Auckerman of Brook- 
lyn; 
master of the tug Dynamic, 


yelled to the six or seven members 
of his crew to jump overboard, 
which they did. All were picked 
up shortly afterward except one 
man, who was not Immedjately 
accounted for. but...who. is helipv- 
cd to have been among those res- 
cued.

FAMOUS SPANISH 


SOLDIER IS DEAD 


MAN WHOSE~RULE IN CUBA 


CAUSED UNITED STATES 


INDIGNATION, PASSES 


MADRID, Oct. 20.—(IP)—Gen'qral 


Valeriano Weyler, Spanish officer 
whose administration in Cuba was 
one of the contributing causes of 
the Spanish American war, died 
today at the age of 92. 


Weyler was captain-general 
of 


the Spanish army, highest ranking 
officer of that body and among 
the last of Spain's old-time mili- 
taristic 
figures who were con- 


spicuous in her campaigns more 
than thirty years ago. 


General Weyler, a veteran of 
Spain's colonial wars, succumbed 
to illness growing out of a fall 
off his horse on his 92nd birthday 
last month. 


General Weyler was regarded by 


Spanish government as its most 
loyal 
and 
efficient 
soldier, al- 


though among Americans he is 
remembered 
as the man whose

White House under chairmanship 
of Secretary Lamont.

The commerce secretary,

er, said the committee under his 
chairmanship would act only as a 
preliminary 
committee and later 


would endeavor to set up what- 
ever organization is found to be 
necessary to cope with unemploy- 
ment. 


He expressed doubt that a com- 


mission similar to that appointed 
by President Harding, of which 
Mr. Hoover as secretary of com- 
merce was head, would be neces- 
sary. Pointing out that it had 
been appointed to relieve a sud- 
den emergency, Mr. Lamont said 
the present committee was ap- 
pointed to review the work of 
ten months since the business de- 
pression began and intensify the 
government's 
efforts already un- 
der way.

Mark, and reviewed briefly the 
ways in which four of Christ's 
disciples were called to serve the 
Lord, and 
how they responded 


without 
questioning Christ. 
In

connection 
Miss Campbell 


said: "So many are called to serve 
the Lord, but only a few of them 
answer the call, without question- 
ing how to dispose of their world- 
ly goods." 


Outlines Ltfe of Moses 


Miss Campbell spoke at length 


on the life of Moses, and said that 
he was an outcast, but was chosen 
by God, and ranks next to Christ 
in importance in the Bible. "God 
may not call all of us to far 
reaching service, but wants all to 
work in connection with our regu- 
lar lines of work, and above all, 
expects us to trust Him," Miss 
Campbell declared in conclusion.

dress by Rev. Paul F. Brown, of 
Austin. Rev. Brown opened his 
talk with a brief discussion of 
the similarity of two outstanding 
characters of the New Testament, 
Jesus and John.

his text from a portion of Genesis. 
A vocal solo 
by Mrs. Thclma 


Thornc featured the special music 
before the sermon, and the Scrip- 
ture was read by Rev. J. L. El- 
liott of Fort Worth. 


Rev. Ingram opened with a dis- 


cussion of the present fast' age in 
which one man and a machine 
can do the work that it took 20 
men to do by hand several years 
ago, and a brief outline of tho 
fast motion that is now being at- 
t^ined in automobiles 
and air- 


planes. Referring to his text, the 
Marshall minister said that Abram 
had the stanlma to move on at 
God's 
command, where 
others 


lacked the courage and fell by the 
wayside. The Rev. Ingram stress- 
ed the fact that Abram moved on 
without questioning God, and urg- 
ed people to eitiulate his example 
today and keep going forward. 


''Often when we move out from

action was warranted, but 
it should have been unneces- 
sary. Could not the remedy 
have come from within the 
legal profession?

are fully aware of the grow- 
ing tendency to

principles of

LABOR FEDERATION 
REFUSES SANCTION 
PROHIDITION REPEAL 


" BOSTON, Oct. 17.—W— 
The American Federation of 
Labor today reiterated its 
commitment .to a policy in 
favor of modification of the 
Volstead act to permit 2.75 
per cent beer and defeated 
resolutions 
demanding re- 
peal of the Eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act. 


The 
prohibition problem 
was 
disposed of 
without the debate 
that had been anticipated since 
the opening of the convention. The 
only delegates to speak on the 
defeated 
resolutions' were 
the 


authors, Arthur J. Beauregard of 
the Providence Central Federated 
union, and Edward Flore, of the 
Hotel and Restaurant 
Employes 


and Beverage 
Dispensers' Inter- 


national alliance. 


Flores protested that 
< the dele- 
gates had been deprived by "the 
clever maneuvering of the resolu- 
tions committee" of an opportun- 
ity to discuss the defeated resolu- 
tions. 


The first of the three proposi- 


tions on prohlbtlon to be submit- 
ted by the resolutions committee 
was the executive council's report 
recommending reaffirmation of its 
stand In favor of modification of 
the Volstead act to legalize 2.75 
beer. 
The resolutions committee 


advocated its adoption -and the 
delegates-accepted the report with- 
out debate. 
* 
Reported Unfavorably 


The 
resolution 
proposed 
by 


Beauregard, 
asking the 
conven- 


tion to go on record as favoring 
repeal; of the Volstead act was 
reported unfavorably by the reso- 
lutions committee. 


The 'resolutions committee also 


reported unfavorably the resolu- 
tion sponsored by Flore, urging 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment 
and 
"installation by 
the 
states of a method of controlled 
and restricted distribution which 
will prevent the exploitation of the 
liquor traffic for unconscionable 
profits 
and not only do 
away 


with prevailing speakeasies 
and" 


secret drinking, but prevent the 
reappearance of any unregulated 
system and the political" iniquities 
which accompanied it." 


Flores declared he had hor_d 


the delegates would have an op- 
portunity to discuss the resolu- 
tions and charged that "clever 
maneuvering" by the resolutions 
committee had "tied our hands." 
Has Not Aided Temperance 


The executive council's report, 


on which the convention's action 
in regard to prohibition was bas- 
ed, reasserted its conviction that 
the Volstead act has not promoted 
true temperance and that social 
evils which it said have followed 
failure of the enforcement of ;the 
Volstead act confirmed the posi- 
tion of the federation in avor of 
modification to permit 2.75 beer. 


"The 
executive council wishes 


to state clearly," he report said, 
"that it is no way demanding the 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment * * *. 
We stated in our 


declaration in 1923, which declara- 
tion was endorsed by the dele- 
gates in the convention by a prac- 
tically unanimous vote, that 'it is 
our contention that the eighteenh 
amendment, under a reasonable 
and p¥>per legislative interpreta- 
tion, would be beneficial to our 
country and have the support of 
a great majority of our people.' 


"We are of the firm conviction 
the Volstead act could be amend- 
ed without violating' the ' provis- 
ions of the eighteenth amendment. 
Such an amendment would pro- 
vide for the manufacture of beer 
containing 2.75 alcohol by weight, 
and as a result we are of the 
opinion that temperance would be 
promoted 
and 
the demoralizing 


and destructive effects which fol- 
low the excessive use of intoxi- 
cating 
liquors 
purchased 
and 


manufactured illegally would be 
re reduced to a minimum." 


Anti-Injunction Bills. 


With the prohibition "question 


disposed of, the convention turned 
its attention to anti-injunction leg- 
islation. The committee on resolu- 
tions reported favorably on the 
executive 
council's 
recommenda- 


tion of support of a pending anti- 
injunction bill in congress "with 
certain amendments" and propos- 
ed the Federation take whatever 
steps may be necessary to bring 
about any necessary revisions to 
the bill, which 
Is a 
substitute 


measure for senate bill 2497. 


The committee recommended or- 


ganized labor work for the elec- 
tion of candidates who favor anti- 
Injunction legislation and the de- 
feat of those who oppose it. 


In its report, 
the 
resolutions 


committee 
said: 
"The 
govern- 


ment of the United States is be- 
ing steadily altered from its orig- 
inal form, under which the con- 
stitution and the law were 
pro- 


claimed to reforms in which indi- 
viduals sitting as judges in our 
equity courts act as dictators, dis- 
regarding the constitutional rights 
of citizens and Ignoring the laws 
of the land."

The new publication issued by 
the state department, reproduces 
riotes exchanged between the pow- 
ers and between American dip- 
lomats and the department during 
the period preceding entry of the 
United States into the world war.

He was rewarded with the post of 
captain-general of the Canary Is- 
lands, and in 1888 he was sent to 
the Philippines to put down' a na- 
tive uprising. 


He was captain-general at Cata- 
Ionia, making himself the terror 
of 'the anarchists and' socialists 
there, when he was sent .to Cuua 
to succeed Marshal Campos, whose 
dealings with the insurgents • were 
regarded 
at home as too con- 
ciliatory. 
'Weyler imediately in- 


augurated a 
policy 
of 
inexor- 


able repressions. 
He was author 


of the famous concentration edict 
requiring all the inhabitants of 
the insurgent 
provinces to con- 
centrate with prescribed distances 
of the military camps. This forc- 
ed hundreds of thousands of' per- 
sons out of their regular employ- 
ment and massed" them in such 
numbers that they could not be 
properly 
fed or sheltered. Gen- 


eral.' Fitzhugh Lee, consul general 
of the United States at Havana, is 
authority for the estimate that 
probably 300,000 of the rural popu- 
lation of Cuba died of starvation 
or from resultant causes during 
this period of concentration.

Weyler's policy raised a storm

ige, General Weyler took an ac- 
tive part in an advisory capacity 
in connection with the Spanish op- 
erations, and advocated a policy 
very similar to the one he had 
employed in Cuba years before. 


The 
cabinet, however favored 


civil measures rather than repres- 
sive military government, which 
caused constant friction between 
General Weyler and the govern- 
ment. This came to a head early 
in 1922,' and the' chief of staff 
submitted his resignation, which 
was immediately accepted by the 
king. 


General' Weyler figured promi- 


nently against the government of 
Primo de Rivera in June, 1926, 
but was acquitted by a military 


1 court in April 1927. 


When the plot was discovered a 
large number of arrests 
were 


made and General Weyler who 
was then at Palma, Island of Ma- 
porca, 
was held under surveil- 


lance. 
Police 
were 
reported 
to 


have found among his possessions 
copies of a manifesto to the coun- 
try, calling for the undoing of Pri- 
mo, de Rivera. The aged soldier 
was said to have been one of the 
signers. 


Previous to the military trials 
Primo de Rivera fined a number 
of the alleged plotters, the amount, 
assessed against General Weyler 
being reported 100,000 pesetas. 


After that incident General Wey- 


ler lived quietly at his apartment 
. on the northern edge of Madrid. 
' There early in 1928 he 
receiv- 


ed numerous callers who offered 
congratulations on the 75th an- 
niversary of beginning of his mil- 
itary career as a student at the 
infantry school at Toledo. 


As the remaining captain gen 
era! of the -panish army he was 
regarded 
a,s still in service, al- 


though having no active connec- 
tion with Spain's military forces 
for several years past. He con- 
tinued after passing his 90th birth- 
day anniversary to take a dally 
horseback ride.

TONIO QUICKLY SOLVED 


BY OFFICERS THERE

Complaints charging three persons 
with the murder of Daniel H. Uhr, 
50, paralytic, who was killed with 
an ax while he slept at his home 
Saturday morning, were filed in 
justice court here this morning.

Grilling by police, who discover- 


ed discrepancies in her story, led 
to her making a statement Satur- 
day afternoon that a soldier had 
been at the house Friday night. 
Walker first was arrested by po- 
lice and implicated Jones in 
the 


killing. 


Subsequently all 
three 
made 


written statements to police, Jones 
admitting that he did the actual 
killing. 
He claimed that Walker 


had introduced him to Mrs. Uhr 
and that Mrs. Uhr had promised 
to pay him $500 out of her hus- 
band's $2,500 insurance money to 
kill her husband. Both Mrs. Uhr's 
statement and Walker's corrobo- 
rated this fact. 
District Attorney Walter Tynan
